Court Agrees 
To Review 
P&G Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court agreed today to 
review a lower court’s turn 
down of an effort to require 
Procter & Gamble Co. to divest 
itself of the Clorox Chemical Co. 
producer of household liquid 
bleach. 
The Justice Department ap­ 
pealed to the high tribunal 
from a decision by the U.S 
Circuit Court in Cincinnati. The 
circuit court rejected a Federal 
Trade Commission finding that 
the Procter & Gamble acquisi­ 
tion of Clorox violated the Clay­ 
ton Antitrust Act. It reversed a 
commission order of divestitrue. 
In appealing to the Supreme 
Court, the department said 
at 
issue was “the proper legal 
standard for judging conglomer­ 
ate mergers of this general 
type-involving firms in related 
product lines.” 
The Clayton Act bars acquisi­ 
tions where the effect “abye 
substantially to lessen competi 
tion, or tend to create a mon 
oply.”

Dust to Vaccine 


Ahchoo! What, still sneezing although 
the hay fever season is passe? Well, 
d«*nt fret. Doctors now have a vaccine 
to correct the post-pollen season aller­ 
gy It is made of dust. 
Not the usual kind of dirty dust. This 
dust is purified. But initially It was the 
same dust which swirls around one’s 
house the first time the furnace is 
turned on. 
In fact, shoe boxes filled with vacuum 
cleaner sweepings are taken to the al­ 
lergy clinic of the Long Island Jewish 
Hoapital w h e r e the material goes 
through a long process of purification, 
ending in a vaccine. One shoe box of 
dust makes about three ounces of 
vaccine. 
According to Dr. Ely Perlman, di­ 
rector of the clinic, the first step is to 
“filter out all the bobby pins, tacks, 


cigarette butts and pencil stubs.** All 
items which are “too large to be in­ 
haled“ are useless in the vaccine, he 
explained. That’s a comforting thought. 
Actually, much of the dust which is 
used in commercial vaccines comes 
from “artificial“ sources such as up­ 
holstery factories. 
When 
a 
patient 
shows no improvement in his condition, 
a special formula is devised using dust 
from his own vacuum sweeper. 
The chemical process involved in 
turning dust into vaccine is long and 
complicated and includes an attack by 
bacteria to kill any living organisms. 
Ten days processing time is required 
to insure the vaccine is safe for use. 
Never again can the sweeper be 
emptied with the old abandon. That 
isn’t dust going in the trash can, it’s a 
valuable medical raw ingredient.

Dust to Vaccine 


Ahchoo! What, still sneezing although 
the hay fever season is passe? Well, 
don’t fret. Doctors now have a vaccine 
to correct the post-pollen season aller­ 
gy. It is made of dust. 
Not the usual kind of dirty dust. This 
dust is purified. But initially it was the 
same dust which swirls around one’s 
house the first time the furnace is 
turned on. 
In fact, shoe boxes filled with vacuum 
cleaner sweepings are taken to the al­ 
lergy clinic of the Long Island Jewish 
Hospital w h e r e the material goes 
through a long process of purification, 
ending in a vaccine. One shoe box of 
dust makes about three ounces of 
vaccine. 
According to Dr. Ely Perlman, di­ 
rector of the clinic, the first step is to 
“filter out all the bobby pins, tacks, 


cigarette butts and pencil stubs.” All 
items which are “too large to be in­ 
haled” are useless in the vaccine, he 
explained. That’s a comforting thought. 
Actually, much of the dust which is 
used in commercial vaccines comes 
from “artificial” sources such as up­ 
holstery factories. When a patient 
shows no improvement, in his condition, 
a special formula is devised using dust 
from his own vacuum sweeper. 
The chemical process involved in 
turning dust into vaccine is long and 
complicated and includes an attack by 
bacteria to kill any living organisms. 
Ten days processing time is required 
to insure the vaccine is safe for use. 
Never again can the sweeper be 
emptied with the old abandon. Tnat 
isn’t dust going in the trash can, it’s a 
valuable medical raw ingredient.

Buckfast Abbey Memorial to Its Anonymous Builders

It has been said that every 
man should leave a memorial 
behind him when he dies. A flue 
family is perhaps the finest. A 
good name is another. But per­ 
haps among the gratest of all 
is a church. 
One associates Solomon with 
the temple he built—the temple 
which, in effect, became his 
memorial. But one w o n d e r s 
whether, in Solomon’s case, the 
temple was built for his own 
gratification or to the glory oft 
God. 
Even more worthy, as a me­ 
morial, would be a building for 
God if the builders were to re­ 
main anonymous. And there is 
such a building — perhaps the 
only one of its kind in the I 
world. 


Buckfast Abbey is a mere 20 
miles from Plymouth, in Brit­ 
ain's 
Devonshire. 
Its church 
was built by members of the 
Abbey Community over a peri­ 
od of 20 years. Only six broth­ 
ers worked on the building at 
one time 
The oldest, at the 
time of commencement, was a 
mere 25 years of age. To all in­ 
tents and purposes, these broth­ 
ers have remained anonymous. 
Before this particular build­ 
ing. there had been an abbey 
at Buckfastleigh for at least 
1,000 years. This suffered 
se­ 
vere damage during the time of 
Henry VIII’s dissolution of the 
monasteries, and eventually the 
original edifice was razed to the 
ground. 
The abbey was re-iounded in 
1882, and for years the brothers 
dreamed of 
rebuilding th e 
church. Two y e a r s later a 


sketch was prepared, but this 
was abandoned when the gar­ 
dener. Brother P a u l , struck 
something 
while 
hoeing 
the 
earth to prepare a vegetable 
garden: 
be had upturned a 
portion of the original abbey 
church! 
A year of back-breaking toil 
followed, with all the brothers 
working, 
before 
the original 
foundation lay bare, visible to 
the eye. revealing the complete 
outline of the medieval monas­ 
tery. It was then decided to re­ 
build the church on its original 
foundation. 
The strengthening process of 
the original foundation stones 
took years, and it was not until 
1907, under a new abbot, Dome 
building process began 
However. Abbot Anscar had 
no skilled men at his disposal. 
Brother 
Peter 
was 
sent to 
France to learn th fundamen­ 
tals of building. Then, with 
Brothers Ignatius, Pascal, Hil- 
arion and Richard, the 30-year 
job commenced. 
A few other brothers helped 
with tasks like mixing concrete 
or carrying stone, but other-1 
wise these five, with Abbot 
Vonier supervising with loving 
care, completed the building 
The last stone, the crown of the 
tower pinnacle, was laid on July 
24, 1937 
No written account of the 
other brothers has ever been 
given. The abbey is a commu 
nity and whatever is done there 
is done as part of the corporate 


community life. The rare old 
photographs of the brothers ti 
work were allowed only in con­ 
junction with the official dedi­ 
cation ceremonies. 
Each year thousands make 
the 200-mile trip from London 
to see this religious foundation 
dating from the year 918 A.D. 
This year visitors will be able 
to see a new window, made of 
thousands (rf pieces of colored; 
glass, in the new Chapel of the 
Blessed Sacrament. 
The window is 25 feet high 
and 28 feet across, depicting 
Christ with outstretched arms. j 
It is the work of two monks, j 
designer Father Charles Norris! 
and his assistant. Father Pauli-1 
nus, who spent a year in its 
building. 
Today, Buckfast Abbey is a 
memorial to the men who spent 
30 years of their dedicated Lives 
to build it. Three still live in 
the community of the church 
they spent a generation and a 
half to build.

Steel said. 
Steel noted a bulge in military 
orders, particularly for billets 
and bars for munitions. Bars in 
the larger sizes are add out for 
the rest of the year. Pipe is go­ 
ing for bomb casings and barb­ 
ed wire sales remain strong, 
the magazine said. 
The percentage of Imported 
pig Iron which comes from Iron 
Curtain countries has increased 
from a “trickle” last year to 
40 per cent during the Ant eight 
months of this year, Steel said.

The tunnel also is expected to 
be of great practical help in 
the design of ships, harbors, 
piers and breakwaters, ft might 
help, as well, in studies of beach 
and ocean front erosion.

of both can be produced in the 
of tha way energy is expended 
in wav motions and water cur­ 
rents may lead to more suc­ 
cessful theories for explaining 
and predicting ocean waves and 
other natural wind water teter 
actions. 
The unique tunnel fat six feet 
high and three wide. A “wave 
generator plate,“ driven by a 
hydraulic piston, can be elec­ 
tronically set to produce any 
wave shape, including deepwa 
ter waves.

t^> a question as old as the seas 
—s how waves are formed — 
are being sought here with the 
ald of a new artificial wave- 
making tunnel developed by a 
Stanford University professor. 
The tunnel. 115 feet long and 
made of glass 
and 
steel 
by 
Prof. En Uun Hsu. resembles 
a cross-section of ocean, includ­ 
ing a stainless steel “beach” . 
It was designed specifically to 
reveal many more facts about 
wave generation. These should 
be 
useful 
in 
calming 
high 
waves, for example, a system 
now sometimes done by dump­ 
ing oil on the water. 
The tunnel also is expected to 
be of great practical help in 
the design of ships, harbors, 
piers and breakwaters. It might 
help, as well, in studies of beach 
and ocean front erosion. 
Waves without wind, 
wind- 
driven waves, or a combination 
of both can be produced in the 
of the way energy is expended 
in wav motions and water cur­ 
rents may lead to more suc­ 
cessful theories for explaining 
and predicting ocean waves and 
other natural wind water inter­ 
actions. 
The unique tunnel is six feet 
high and three wide. A “wave 
generator plate,” driven by a 
hydraulic piston, can be elec­ 
tronically set to produce any 
wave shape, including deepwa- 
ter waves. A 90-horsepower cen­ 
trifugal 
fan 
a u c h t 
wind 
through the tunnel at speeds up 


‘o more than 50 miles per hour. 
The stainless steel “ beach” 
is made of metal lathe shav­ 
ings held in steel baskets. They 
simulate the action of a real 
beach and prevent the wave 
from breaking back from the 
end 
of the tunnel, 
a 
situa­ 
tion which would interfere with 
the controlled wave patterns un­ 
der study. 
Vertical wind gauges in the 
tank are used to record 
t h e 
wave 
shapes 
electronically, 
while numerous other instru­ 
ments and cameras record vari­ 
ous aspects of the motion. Com- 
: puters will be used to process 
! the data. 
Prof. Hsu’s wave studies are 
supported by the National Sci­ 
ence Foundation. He explains: 
It 
is 
generally 
known 
that 
wind blowing over a free wa­ 
ter surface generates waves. Yet 
the physical processes Involved 
are not known. 
“There is considerable diver­ 
gence of opinion and a dearth 
of laboratory experiments 
on 
wave growth, energy transfer 
and othr 
characteristics 
of 
waves. Such information is dif­ 
ficult or impossible 
to obtain 
from observations in the ocean. 
“Our new tunnel 
laboratory 
should enable us to perform ex­ 
haustive, systematic and c o n ­ 
trolled lab studies to verify or 
refute present theories and to 
discover new' facts 
about the 
wind and water interaction. Ma­ 
jor advantages are that we can 
control the main energy factors 
of the waves and repeat the 
same conditions over and over 
again.”
